WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Every member 
of both houses received in hig mail to-day a 
petition asking his support of the bill now 


pending in the House to make train robbery 
and wrecking punishable by death. The 
bill was introduced in the last Congress by 
Mr. Hubbard of the Bighth Missouri Dis- 
trict, and it was favorably considered by the 
House Committee on Judiciary. It failed 
to pass in the short session, but is to be 
taken up at once.

THEY STAND BY HANNA. 


THE CONVENTION CALLED TO 
DENOUNCE BUSHNELL, KURTZ 
AND OTHER OPPONENTS. 


JUDGE NASH MAKES A SPEECH. 


Declares That the Will of the Party 
Has Been Set Aside in a Per- 
sonal Fight Made on the 
People’s Candidate. 


COLUMBUS. O., Jan. 10.—The multitude 
which came to Columbus to-day in response 
to the call of the Republican State Commit- 
tee to protest against the action of Gov. 
Bushnell and other party leaders who are 
striving to defeat Senator k.anna, rivaled in 
numbers and enthusiasm the crowds which 
came to the Bushnell inauguration. 

Judge George K. Nash, the Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, in cailing 
the Republican State Mass Convention to 


order, said: 

‘‘Repubi'cans of Ohio: For the first time 
in the history of the Republican party In 
this State, you have been called by your 
Icxecutive Committee to meet in mass con- 
vention. This extraordinary action on the 
part of the committee can only be justified 
by the existence of grave danger. Such 
peril not only to you, but even to popular 
government by the people, your committee 
conceived, was lurking in the legislative 
halls in Columbus. As your sentinels, placed 
on duty by you, we decided to lay the situ- 
ation before you and ask you to take such 
het’on as you might deem wise. 

“Last spring and summer the Republican 
county and district conventions in Onto in- 
strifcted their nominees for Representa ives 
and Senators if elected to cast their ¥ tes 
in the election for United States Senator 
for the superb leader and general who 
planned and organized victory for the Re- 
publicans of Ohio and the nation in the 
vital campaign of 1896, Marcus A. Hanna. 
This was the exercise of a right and priv- 
ilege, guaranteed to the people by our con- 
stitution, which says: ‘The people have a 
right to assemble together in a peaceable 
manner to consult for their common good 
and to instruct their representatives.’

COLUMBUS, O., Jaen. 10.—“I would rather 
be beaten than g’ve up a dollar’’ ‘s the 
eloqueit sentence h‘s friends attribute to 
Senator Hanna. What the woodcock said 
when he heard it is not recorded. 

Senator Hanna has been credited with 
countenancing the purchase of legislators’ 
votes as all of his predecessors for a quar- 
ter of a century have done. Such an ex- 
pression of polit‘cal purity, even though it 
be not sincere, has never been heard in 
Ohio. and for the sleek Senator to give ut- 
terance thereto is taken as a huge joke, or 
an unkind innovation. 

Rather would your Buekeye statesmen 
believe that the old rates of $5,000 a vote 
are to be mainta’ned.

DREYFUS CASE. 


FIRST RULING BY THE COURT. 


Application by Counsel for Mrs. Drey- 
fus for Leave to Be Heard 


Promptly Overruled. 


PARIS, Jan. 10.—The trial by court mar- 
tial of Major Count Ferdinand Walsin Es- 
terhazy, the retired officer of the Fresh 
Army, who came into prominence in the 
latter part of November last through the 
publication by Figaro of a number of let- 
ters which the Count is alleged to have 
admitted writing, reflecting in etrong terms 
on France and the French Army, was 
opened at 9 o'clock this morning under the 
presidency of Gen, de Luxer. Among those 
who filled the. hall were’ Mme. Dreyfus, 
wife of Albert.Dreyfus, former captain of 
the French Artillery, now undergoing im- 
prisonment for life, after having been con- 
vicfed of selling important French military 
plants to agents of a foreign power, with 
which affair Eeterhazy ig said to have been 
connected; the brother of Mme.

ECUTIVE SESSION. 


BAD WATER IN WASHINGTON. 


A Resolution for Filtration Brought 
Out a Bitter Complaint From 
Senator Hale. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 10.—Rev. Bishop 
Merrill, D. D., of Chicago, delivered the in- 
vocation at the opening of the Senate to- 
day. 4 

A bill was reported favorably from the 
Indian Committee preventing railroad com- 
panies from charging more than three cents 
a mile for passengers through the Indian 
Territory. 

A resolution looking to the filteration of 
the water used in the city of Washington 
caused Senator Hale before it was referred 
to the District of Columbia Committee to 
say that in no part of the United States 
was there a city whose citizens are so im- 
posed on or so abused aé to the water sup- 
ply as are the citizens of Washington. ““‘We 
are confronted with bad, foul] water,” said 
he, “so filthy, indeed, as to make it dan- 
gerous to drink and irksome even to take 
a bath.’”’ 

At 12:10 p. m., on motion of Mr. Davis 
(Minnesota), Chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, the Senate went into 
executive session to consider the Hawalian 
annexation treaty. 

The Hawaiian treaty was not taken up 
immediately in the sess'on, as a number of 
nominations were first confirmed. 

Immediately’ after the treaty was called 
up Senator Pettigrew offered his motion for 
conducting the debate on it with open doors, 
which was antagonized by Senator Davis, 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and others, the principal portion 
of the debate for the first two hours of the 
session being upon thits*motion. It was con- 
tended on the one hand that there was no 
reason for observing secrecy in presentin 
the question, because, as was allege 
there was no point involved which could 
not have been thoroughly canvassed before 
and which might not be discussed before 
the world at large. 

On the other hand, it was held that the 
Chinese question, which would necessarily 
enter into the discussion, might prove to 
be somewhat delicate. 

The opinion was also expressed that the 
debating of the treaty in open Senate 
would have the effect of prolonging the 
final determination indefinitely. 

A majority of those: favoring open doors 
are opposed to the ratification, but not all 
of them are on that side of the main con- 
troversy.

He opposed the 
whole civil servite reform idea, which he 
denounced as a cheat and swindle. A civil 
pension list and office-holding class, he 
argued, were logical and inevitable if it was 
to be continued. 

Mr. Door (Rep., W. Va.) followed with a 
set speech in opposition to the law. 

Mr. Cox (Dem., Tenn.) said he was so ut- 
terly opposed to civil service reform that 
he would vote to etrike out the a , 
tion for the commission and for the repeal 
of the law. 7

The light is to be by electricity, incandes- 
cent lamps of 30-candle power, and the 
service is to be from sunset to sunrise. 

The parks and alleys are to be divided 
into two districts. The first comprises all 
that section of the ecity north of the south 
line of Washington avenue to the western 
city limits, and the second from Keokuk 
street to Washington avenue and the wesi- 
ern city limits. 

The bond is t6 be $100,000 and the board es- 
timates the cost of such lighting for the 
year 1900 at $120,000. The term of the con- 
tract is to be fifteen years. 

Chairman Holman of the board’s lighting 
committee explained the ordinance. He 
said: 

‘‘We have a right to separate the city into 
districts and to separate the contracts, or 
else there is no possible chance for compe- 
tition. The necessity and practicabllity of 
lighting the alleys and parks by electricity 
is conceded and the board has had no dif- 
ficulty on that score from the start. Pub- 
lic buildings will not be included in the 
lighting contract at all. The city will ope- 
rate its own plant in them. 

“How about the streets?” Mr. 

Was asked. 
« ‘The committee is endeavoring to frame a 
bill for a proper lighting of the streets and 
market places that will attract competition. 
We have got to light the city. The law does 
not say what with, and I insist that if we 
get a contract to light it it matters not 
what material. 

‘“T shall insist on an ordinance that will 
command compétitive bids between electric 
power and gas companies, 

“The board is not going to parley over 
the term of the contract. whether it Is 
for ten or fifteen years. What we have in 
view is competition that will give the city 
the best service for the least money, 

‘‘T don’t know when the ordinance for the 
streets will go in. probably not until Presi- 
dent McMath returns from the junketing 
tour.”

And it would take the 
powder mills of the United States, with 
their present facilit:es, nearly a year to 
produce enough powder to supply the ships 
for another 10 hours’ battle. Such is the 
substance of a report made to Secretary 
Long by the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fications, which has recummended the im- 
mediate building of a Government powder 
factory by which the cost of supplying this 
powder could be greatly asaueed. 

Ordinary powder, it must be understood, 
will not do for high-powered guns. There 
is plenty of this and plenty of fine blasting 
powder in the country, but very little 
rifled cannon powder. This last is made 
by only two factories in the United States, 
one in Delaware and one in California, both 
of them of very limited capacity. Hence 
the importance of having in store enough to 
possible demands of war until 
more could be manufactured.

JUDGES NOT. AUTOCRATS. 
Judges must not be autocrats—that is the les- 
son contained in the victory of the Sacramento 
(Cal.) Bee in the action for contempt of court in 


the Talmadge case. 

In 1896 a suit of Talmadge vs. Talmadge was 
being tried in Sacramento. The Bee printed cer- 
tain testimony given by C. V. Talmadge. Mrs. 
Talmadge’s lawyers denounced the report in 
open court, and Judge Catlin, from the bench, 
referred to it as “a gross fabrication.” As any 
American citizen would be expected to do, Ed- 
itor McClatchy of the Bee defended himself 
from this charge of falsifying, by an article in 
his paper, insisting upon the correctness of the 
report. The Judge thereupon, without allow- 
ing him to prove the truth of the report on 
which the quarrel arose, fined him $500. 

The Supreme Court of the State, with but one 
dissenting Justice, has decided that in refusing 
to allow the editor to prove that the report in 
his paper was true, he “was denied his consti. 
tutional right to be heard in his defense;”’ also 
that in so defending himself ‘in his paper from 
the charge of falsehood he did not necessarily 
make an attack upon the court, which would 
impede the ¢ourse of justice, but upon the man 
(the Judge), who had his right of action the 
same as any other citizen. 

This is a most important decision. It guards 
the liberties not only of newspaper men but of 
all others. If a judge, on the bench, can im- 
peach a man’s veracity and then fine him for 
trying to defend himself, he is an autocrat. The 
constitutional right’ “to be heard in his de- 
fense’’ is a right to which every man is enti- 
tled, and which the courts must sustain if jus- 
tice is to be more than @ name. 
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The subject of diversified farming has long 
been a topic of Southern newspapers, and could 
the newspaper writers have had their way there 
would have been no ruinously cheap cotton this 
year.

THAT NEW RACING BILL. 


Senator Fitzpatrick Will Introduce It 
at Springfield This Week. 


Senator, Fitzpatrick, who is going to in- 
troduce that racing bill in the Hlino's Leg- 
islature next week, says: 

“So far as I know the, people as a rule 
actually want the bill. My reasoning ig that 
its passage would mean a great financial 


boon to all classes of people.. More money 
would circulate among the shopkeepers and 
‘this would prevent its going to other Btates 
and other countries. 

“IT myself have never been inside a race 
track inclosure, But I have heard that 
Derby days and other similar functions, if 
you may call them such, are great popular 
events. So why these should not be fos- 
tered is beyond my understandin 
“The proposed intreduction of t 
ure originated with myself. 

“The advisability of its introduction was 
not prompted by the suggestions or advice 
of anybody.

The size of the enclosure shall not be 
less than twenty acres. 

The meeting shall be conducted some 
time between ‘May 1 and, Nov. 1 of each 
year. It shall not be l@ager than thir- 
ty days in duration each year. The 
racing shall be between the hourg of 
12 and 7 o’clock each day. 

Failure to comply with the stipula- 
tions shall mean a penalty of from 
to $1,000.

WORLD’S RACING RECORDS. 


According to a Noted English ~$Big 
Authority There Are None.

BALTIMORE, Jan, 10.—Chairman Mott ¥ 


the L. A. W. Racing Board, has received a 


letter from Henry Sturmeier of Coventry, 
England, Secretary of the International Cy- 
clists’ Union, stating that there are no of- 
ficial world’s racing records. Mr. Mott be- 
gan an investigation of the matter at the 
time Edward McDuffie of Boston tried for 
records on the Willow Grove track at Phil- 
adelph.a. McDuffie’s remuneration depend- 
ed semewhat on whether he succeeded in 
breaking or equaling world’s records. He 
did. some remarkable riding, tieing Stock of 
England at Im. 35 2-js. for the mile. Sev- 
eral other records were clipped. Then Mc- 
Duffie claimed pay for world’s records. 

Mr. Mott allowed the records and recorded 
them as official for this country or within 
the jurisdiction of the law. When asked 
whether he would certify officially that they 
were world’s records, he said he could not 
do so. He believed them to be world’s rec- 
on but had no documents to sustain his 
elie 

Mr. Mott says he saw that it was a hard- 
ship, both for the promoters who went to 
the expense of providing pacers and for the 
man who made the records to have the mat- 
ter left uncertain, and he wrote to Secre- 
tary Sturmeter to inquire whether there 
was not some way of séttling the matter. 
Mr. Sturmeier suggests that each organiza- 
tion sends him its official records on Jan, 1 
of each year. He will then compile them 
and send copies to Racing Board Chairmen 
or similar. officers throughout the worid, 
so that each reay decide for himself what 
are world’s records.

After sixteen years 
and masterfully artistic work, the Church 
of St. Franc!s Xavier, at Grand avenue and 
Lindell boulevard, is finished. 

In the presence of Archbishop Kain and 
many dignitaries of the faith, in the midst 
of silken robes and surpliced choir, and 
the rising incense of holy prayers, it will 
be dedicated to the Lord of Hosts next Sun- 
day morning, Jan. 16. 

This church building is conceded by those 
who have studied its details of construction 
to be one of the finest in the world. It is 
surpassed, perhaps, by St. Patrick’s Ca- 
thedral in New York City, but by none 
other on this side of the Atlantic. Owing 
to advantageous circumstances the cost of 
its construction has not exceeded $0,000; 
elsewhere the cosi would have been $1,000,-

St. Xavier’s is the Gothic of the Transition 
period—that is, of the period between the 
early English and the decorated English, a 
Style used in the early part of the four- 
teénth century, but hardly known to-day on 
this continent. It is a stvle which depends 
mostly on the boldness: and effectiveness of 
its lin@és and not upon the multiplication of 
figures and intricacy of work. 

At the beginning of the excavation it was 
found the church would have the advantage 
of being built upon solid rock, for a bed of 
Stone extends along the north, weet and 
east sides of the building. It is not jcontin- 
uous along the south side, but where it is 
wanting heavy beds of concrete, averaging 
from three to eight feet deep, supply the 
deficiency. The foundation walls and baeée- 
ment were built exceedingly strong to sup- 
port the enormous weight of the super- 
Structure that was to be laid upon them. 
The “pitch facework”’ is done in St. Louis 
limestone; the quoins, arch and ring-stones, 
all the decorative portions of the 
in blue Bedford stone.

Each of the panels over the lower 
arches is divided into three arched spaces 
by double columns, forming thus an ar- 
cade which runs from the apse to the 
vestibule. 

The third stage is the clere-story, whose 
rows of circular windows run from’ the 
vestibule to the apse, giving an unbroken 
line of light above through the whole 
length of the church, 

But the sanctuary, which !s not finished, 
will ‘be the thing of most attractive beau- 
ty. It is separated from the main body 
of the church by a handsome communion 
railing of carbo-alumina, with a top of Mis- 
souri onyx, and is raised five steps above the 
level of the floor, in order to give the whole 
congregation a view of the ceremonies. The 
center altar is of marble and the tabernacie

Located along the walls of the church 
are the individual memoria] tablets prom- 
ised to each contributor of $5,000, while in 
the transept appears the inscription of ev- 
ery donor of $1,000, and in the vestibule that 
of each donor-of $500.

OLD HALL TO GO AT AUCTION. 


Mayor Ziegenhein Expects to Sell It 
for Half a Million as an Of- 
fice Building Site. 


“How much is bid for the old City Hall? 
How much, how much? It is going, going, 
going!’’ 

This will be the cry of Comptroller Stur- 
geon early in April or as soon thereafter 
as the Mayor and Comptroller see an op- 
portunity to sell the big plat of ground on 
which stands the old rookery occupied by 
city officials at Eleventh, Market and Chest- 
nut streets. 

It is an immense pile of brick on as valua- 
— land as the city can boast. and it ‘s for 
sale. 

The city has a new house for its army of 
officials, and they are going to move into it 

April 11. 

The Collector, Assessor and Board of Edu- 
cation are already in the new hall, and fn 
April all the rest of the we che ta will go 
to the fine building in Washington Square. 

It is to be made a memorable day, for the 
city has waited long and spent. much treas- 
ure on its new hall. Then, too, it will be the 
first anniversary of the Mayor's term of of- 
fice. There will be a big procession, bands 
of music and speechmaking. It will be a 
holiday that all the people are expected to 
participate in. 

But the sale of the old City Hall is what 
the Mayor and the Comptroller are giving 
attention now, because they do not want 
the city to lose any interest on its money 
or rental. 

The building is nothing more than a shell, 
hurriedly constructed more than twenty- 
five years ago at a cost of $204,000. The 
ground was purchased from the Lucas heirs 
by Mayor Joseph Brown. 

The old structure could not be converted 
into a warehouse beeause its floors and 
walls are too weak; it is too old and incon- 
venient for an office building, and would be 
a drag on the city if rented. 

The Mayor and Comptroller say they.are 
going to sell it, but they will not sacrifice it. 

Comptroller Sturgeon estimates that the 
lot, which is 300x200 feet, is easily worth 
between $400,000 and $500,000. 

Mayor Ziegenhein says the property will 
bring a good price, because there is not a 
location in the city more desirable for a 
fine office building. . 

“I expect to see,’ said the Mayor, ‘“‘a 
build'ng worth $1,000,000 on this ground. It 
is convenient to street cars, far enough re- 
moved from the hurly-burly of business 
traffic, convenient to the City Hall and 
courts, and a central point for a real es- 
tate exchange. It is worth good money. 
We don’t have to sell it, and when we 
auction it if the price “s not enough we 
will declare the sale off.’’

Believed That He Is Insane Because of . 
a Spell Cast While He Was 
in California. 


Hypnotism will play a part in the mut. 
der trial of George Feiferlich in Judge 
Zachritz’s court Jan. 2%. The case will 
probably attract much attention because } 
of this feature. ; 

Feiferlich stabbed h’s brother, Joseph, 
on the night of June 6, 1897. The brothers 
argued about hypnotism, and George fre- 
garded the argument so seriously that he 
became enraged. 

At the Coroner’s {nquest the wife of the 
murdered man exptessed the opinion that 
hypnotism was responsible for the killing 
of her husband. 

John L. Van Patten is Feilferlich’s attor- 
| ney. He will bring out all of the hypnotic 
features of the case. Prior to December, 
189, Feiferlich lived for three years in 
Southern California. During his stay ip 
California, he wrote his aunt in this city, 
Mrs. Rudolph Koerper of 1019 South Ninth 
street, that he was in trouble. He sald he 
attended a hypnotic performance and con- 
sented to serve as a subject for public ex- 
hibition. He was placed under hypnotic in- 
fluence several times and while in that cone | 
dition, he performed many queer pranks, | 
Ever afterwards there was a constant rings | 
ing of voices in his ears, and he fancied 
that he was being persecuted by a band of © 
men whom he could: not see. Sometimes 
he thought his brother, Joseph, was im 
league with the persecutors, although dur- 
ing the whole of that, time, J was a 
resident of St. Louis, and did not see his — 
brother. 

George Was a:so possessed of an u - 
trollable desire to be a hypnotist. He would 
be content, he thought, he could ever ac- 
quire the art of placing persons under his 
power. 

All of this was set forth in letters to 
Mrs. Koerper, who had reared at 
her home jn this city, his mother having 
ded when he was an infant. 

The next that Mrs. Koerper heard of her 

nephew he was a patient in the Southern 

California Asylum at San Bernardino. A 

letter from Dr. M. B. Campbell, the medical 

director, explained George's condition. In 

December, 1896, he was released as cured. 

He returned to St. Louis and lived with he 

aunt. He made frequent visits to the home 

of his brother, Joseph, 6 Allen avenue, | 
and talked of wy (eg s almost constantly. 

It was at the Allen avenue house that the - 
tragedy occurred. The evidence brought 

out at the Coroner's inquest disclosed that 

George started the conversation by declar- 

ing that he was going to be a hypnot'at. 

His brother treated the matter with such 

levity that George resentefl it. But few 
words were spoken until the argument had 

its tragic germination, 

Felferlich is one of the best looking men 
ever confined in the 8t. Louis jall e is 
27 years old and is apparently in perfec 
health. He denies that he is insane a 
has warned his attorney that he will not 
permit an ‘nsanity plea in defense when 
his case 's cailed for trial. i 

Of late the prisoner refuses to talk of 
hypnotism. If the gubject be mentioned he 
adroitly turns his remarks to something 
else. 

“I killed my brother tn self-defense,” he 
said to a reporter for the Post-Dispatch, 
and that 's about all he wouid say. 

With the exception of the three years 
assed in California, Feiferlich has lived 
n St. Louls all of his life. He was always 
regarded as peaceable, and until] he went 
to Callforn'a his ranity Was never ques- 
tioned. 

Attorney Van Patten has arranged with 
Dr. Mink, the alfenist, to examine Fetfer- 
lick. From the history of the ease, Dr. 
Mink is of the opinion that the prsoner ! 
a paranoiac. The medical examination wi 
he made within the next few days, and Dr, 
Mink will give expert test'mony when the 
case is called.
